Rahman denies 
hurting his baby 

O Former couple differ in describing events leading to their baby’s 
death O Crown focuses on Rahman’s relationship with Gomes 


Ashiqur Rahman testified for the 
first time in a Halifax courtroom 
on Tuesday to give his version of 
events leading to the death of his 
infant child, Aurora Break¬ 
through. 

The 26-year-old denied shaking 
or otherwise physically harming 
his daughter, who was seven 
weeks old when she died at the 
IWK Health Centre in July 2009. 

Rahman told the Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court he had veiy little 
opportunity to even physically 
interact with the infant — with 
his partner and the baby’s moth¬ 
er, Jane Gomes, doing the lion’s 
share of the child care while he 
focused on his software business. 

“Mr. Rahman, what opportu¬ 
nity did you have to physically 
harm your daughter Aurora 
between June 6 and July 23,2009?” 
asked Rahman’s defence lawyer, 
Don Murray. 

“Very, very limited,” Rahman 
responded, indicating he was only 
alone with the child for a signifi-

cant period of time twice in her 
life. 

When asked if on either of 
those occasions he did an 3 Thing 
to hurt the child, he answered 
with a flat “no.” 

His testimony diverged great¬ 


ly from that of Gomes. Gomes tes¬ 
tified against Rahman in Decem¬ 
ber that he slapped and shook 
their baby when he became frus¬ 
trated with her ciying. Gomes said 
that, in one incident, Rahman 
grabbed Aurora by the hands and 
feet and shook her repeatedly — 
a charge Rahman denies. 

Gomes pleaded guilty to failing 
to provide the necessities of life 
to her daughter, and received six 
months probation in a deal that 
included her testimony against 
Rahman. 

In a brief interview leaving the 
court on Tuesday, Murray said he 
felt that it was important for his 
client to take the stand. 

“I think he’s got an essential 
part of the stoiy to tell, so this was 
his opportunity, the first time in 
two and a half years to do so,” he 
said.

At 17, it was a record year 
for homicides in HRM and 
something needs to be 
done about it, says Coun. 
Steve Streatch, who sits on 
the municipality’s police 
commission. 

“I think the commission 
and the chief need to get a 
real handle on what’s tak¬ 
en place,” Streatch said 
Tuesday. 

“I’m not so sure just 
throwing money at some¬ 
thing is enough. I think 
there’s a systematic prob¬ 
lem here or something 
that we’re missing, and we 
need to identify that.” 

At the commission 
meeting next week, 
Streatch said he’ll be look¬ 
ing for answers. 

It’s now budget season, 
and Streatch said the po¬ 
lice budget will be ham¬ 
mered out in the next few 
months. He said he would 
not support an increase. 

“We didn’t have a repu¬ 
tation as a violent city 
with rampant crime, but 
something has changed 
and I think we’re missing 
the boat,” he said. 

Halifax Regional Police 
Chief Frank Beazley said 
2011’s homicide count was 
definitely a spike but the 
number includes two nurs¬ 
ing-home deaths that were 
reclassified as homicides 
by the medical examiner. 
And when the overall 


crime stats for 2011 are re¬ 
leased in February, Beaz¬ 
ley said he projects the 
numbers will be down 
“fairly significantly.” 

“W^at we’ve had here 


is 17 crimes that are un¬ 
usual for us, but when you 
look at the activity of a 
city of this size with the 
social issues this city faces, 
you can always expect in 


any given year there will 
be a certain number of 
homicides.” 

Beazley said he’s not 
concerned about the budg¬ 
et and the municipality 
fully understands homi¬ 
cides are the most serious 
t 3 ^es of crimes any city 
can experience. 


Police chief 
lays out 
2012 plan 

There’s not much pohce 
can do to stop 
spontaneous murders, 
the chief of Halifax 
Regional Pohce says. 

Frank Beazley said 
most homicides involve 
people known to each 
other, and happen inside 
their homes or in other 
buildings. 

“There’s no 

predictabihty to homicide 
but there’s always a few 
things that always impact 
homicides,” he said. 

Beazley noted most 
homicides involve 
alcohol, drugs and 
involvement in criminal 
activity, and some involve 
menti-health issues. 

In the past three years, 
guns and violence have 
been on the rise among 
rival drug gangs and 
criminals, he added. 

Seven of last year’s 
homicides were linked to 
criminal activity. 

In 2012, Beazley said 
there wiU be more search¬ 
es in suspects’ homes and 
pohce will continue to an¬ 
alyze where the guns are 
coming from. 

“We wih be spending a 
great deal of time target¬ 
ing people involved in the 
drug trade and we’h be 
making special efforts to 
deal with people who are 
unlawfuhy in possession 
of firearms,” Beazley said. 

Pohce wih also work 
with the province to deal 
more effectively with do¬ 
mestic violence, as well as 
increasing their mental- 
health program and 
working closely with 
neighbourhoods.

North Koreans stage rally

Pumping their fists and 
chanting, tens of thousands

father Kim 11 Sung did 
before him — footage that 
aimed to show off his 
youth and health and put 
his confidence and authori¬ 
ty on display. 

The rally and the footage 
were the latest steps in a 
carefully choreographed 
campaign to build support 
for North Korea’s new 
leader that began the day 
news broke of Kim Jong-il’s 
death last month.

Indonesians put foot down over injustice

Indonesians have found a 
new S 3 mibol for their grow¬ 
ing frustration at uneven 
justice in their young, 
democratic nation: Cheap 
worn-out flip-flops. 

They have been drop¬ 
ping them off at pohce sta¬ 
tions all over the sprawling 
archipelago to express out¬ 
rage over the arrest and 
trial of a 15-year-old boy for 
lifting an old pair of white 
sandals from outside a 
boarding house used by po¬ 
lice in northern Indonesia. 


“This is insane,” said Titis 
Anissa, a high school 
teacher in the capital, Jakar¬ 
ta, noting that government 
officials found guilty of 
plundering state coffers get 
off with a slap on the wrist. 
“And a young, poor boy 
takes a pair of $3 sandals? 
Enough already!” 

The boy snatched the 
shoes while he and several 
friends headed home from 
school in Palu, the capital of 
Central Sulawesi province, 
in November 2010. 



He was later interrogated 
and badly beaten by three 
officers, and faces up to five 
years in prison if found 
guilty — the same sentence 
given to many terrorists, 
drug pushers and rapists. 

He will appear today be¬ 
fore the court in Palu for 
the second hearing of his 
trial, which opened last 
month. 

Indonesia has made 
tremendous strides since 
the ouster of longtime dic¬ 
tator Suharto just over a 


decade ago, implementing 
sweeping reforms that have 
freed up the media, 
scrapped oppressive laws 
and given citizens the right 
to directly pick their leaders 
for the first time. 

But the judicial system 
remains a weak point. The 
flip-flop case has captured 
headlines since the trial be¬ 
gan and is one of the most 
popular trends on Face- 
book, Twitter and other so¬ 
cial networking sites.

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Taliban move closer to 
peace with Qatar office 


O Insurgents do about-face on U.S. talks O U.S. seeks 
peace bargain before troops leave Afghanistan in 2014 


The Taliban will open an 
office in the Persian Gulf 
nation of Qatar to hold 
talks with the United 
States, the insurgent 
group announced Tues¬ 
day, in an unprecedented 
step toward peace that 
could see the winding 
down of the 10-year war 
in Afghanistan. 

Though American and 
Taliban representatives 
have met secretly several 
times over the past year in 
Europe and the Persian 
Gulf, this is the first time 
the Taliban have publicly 
expressed willingness for 
substantive negotiations 
with the U.S. 

In recent months, the 
idea of a Taliban political 
office in the Qatari capital 
of Doha has become a cen-

tral element in U.S. efforts 
to draw the insurgents in¬ 
to such talks. The idea is 
to give the Taliban more 
legitimacy to negotiate in 
a location that presum¬ 
ably would at least partly 
shield them from Pak¬ 


istani pressure. 

Asked about the Taliban 
announcement. White 
House spokesman Jay Car¬ 
ney welcomed “any step ... 
of the Afghan-led process 
toward reconciliation.” He 
said “peace cannot come 
to Afghanistan without a 
political settlement.” 

But negotiations could 
falter if they do not suffi¬ 
ciently involve President 
Hamid Karzai and his gov¬ 
ernment, which the Tal¬ 
iban have dismissed as a 
puppet regime. 

Karzai’s inner circle de¬ 
railed last year’s behind- 
the-scenes talks, and the 
Afghan leader only grudg¬ 
ingly agreed to the idea of 
the Taliban’s setting up a 
liaison office in Qatar.

Israelis, 
Palestinians 
to keep 
talking 

No breakthroughs 
emerged Tuesday from the 
first meeting between 
Israeli and Palestinian ne¬ 
gotiators since September 
2010, the foreign minister 
of host Jordan said, adding 
the two sides agreed to 
continue meeting. 

“The important thing is 
the two sides have met 
face-to-face,” Nasser Judeh 
said. 

Resumption of any kind 
of contact is seen as an 
achievement, though the 
sides remain far apart on 
borders, security, Palestin¬ 
ian refugees and Israeli set¬ 
tlements. 

Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas said the 
Palestinians have set a Jan. 
26 deadline for talks to re¬ 
sume. “After that date, we 
will take new measures. 
These measures might be 
hard,” he said.

O U.S. Supreme Court asked to decide whether dog’s 
sniff amounts to unconstitutional police search 



Franky the drug dog’s su¬ 
persensitive nose is at the 
heart of a question being 
put to the U.S. Supreme 
Court: Does a police dog’s 
sniff outside a house give 
officers the right to get a 
search warrant for illegal 
drugs, or is the sniff an un¬ 
constitutional search? 

Florida’s highest state 
court has said Franky’s 
ability to detect marijuana 
growing inside a Miami- 
area house from outside a 
closed front door crossed 
the constitutional line. The 
state’s attorney general is 
asking the Supreme Court 
to reverse that ruling. 

The judges could decide 
this month whether to 
take the case, the latest 
dispute about whether the 
use of dogs to find drugs, 
explosives and other ille¬ 
gal substances violates the 
Fourth Amendment pro¬ 
tection against illegal 
search and seizure. 

The case, Florida vs. Jar- 
dines, is being closely 
monitored by U.S. law-en¬ 
forcement agencies, which 
depend on dogs for a wide 
range of policing duties. 

“Dogs can be a police of¬ 
ficer’s best friend because 
they detect ever 5 ^hing 
from marijuana or meth 
labs to explosives,” said 
Kendall Coffey, a Miami 
lawyer.

The richest of the rich have 
gained more ground in 
Canada, and are now mak¬ 
ing 189 times the average 
Canadian wage, according 
to a new report. 

The 100 highest-paid 
chief executives whose 
companies are listed on the 
S&P/TSX composite index 
made an average of $8.38 
million in 2010, according 
to figures pulled from cir¬ 
culars by the Canadian 
Centre for Policy Alterna¬ 
tives, a left-leaning think- 
tank.

cist, the most famous 
fiendish film, created such 
a stir with audiences that 
in 1973 Newsweek ran a 
cover story entitled The 
Exorcism Frenzy. Com¬ 
plete with stories of 
queasy theatre-goers and 
their Exorcist barf bags, it 


helped create hysteria and 
make the movie one of the 
biggest hits of the year. 

The impact The Exorcist 
had on audiences has yet 
to be duplicated by any of 
the dozens of possession 
movies released in its 
wake, but this weekend’s 
The Devil Inside is hoping 
to bring a little good old- 
fashioned hellfire back to 
theatres. 

The devil, of course, is 
the star of any possession 
movie, even if you don’t 
actually see him. What’s 
more petrifying than the 
idea of Old Scratch taking 
over your body and mak¬ 
ing your head spin 360 de¬ 
grees? 


But what about the 
brave priests who battle 
Beelzebub?

The R comes with VW’s 4Motion all-wheel-drive 
system. During ideal road/weather conditions, all of the 
R’s power is directed to the front tires, however when 
they begin to slip, up to 100 per cent of the torque 
shifts to the rear wheels. 

Obviously the R is a true driver’s car and that means 
a firm-riding, body-roll-reducing suspension, added 
braking power and a businesslike interior with well- 
bolstered front seats (covered in leather), aluminum 
pedals and a leather-wrapped steering wheel. 


The R’s sole transmission is a six-speed 
manual, which is somewhat surprising giv¬ 
en that the German automaker already 
builds a faster-shifting state-of-the-art pad¬ 
dle-operated manual gearbox for use in oth¬ 
er Golf models. 

Still, VW claims that the stick-shift R will 
hit 100 km/h in less than six seconds, which 
is quick enough for most folks. Be advised, 
however, that the R takes premium fuel. 


The engine is a turbocharged 2.0-litre four- 
cyhnder generating 256 horsepower and 
243 pound-feet of torque. By comparison, 
the GTl, now relegated to being the second 
sportiest Golf on the lot, also comes with a 
2.0-litre turbo-four, but it’s rated at 200 
horsepower and 207 pound-feet of torque. 

Credit for the R’s extra spunk goes to 
the turbocharger system that delivers con¬ 
siderably more boost than the GTl’s.

When it comes to con¬ 
structing the “hot-hatch” 
Golf R, Volkswagen certain¬ 
ly knows a thing “R” two. 

The automaker is able to 
call up the requisite fire¬ 
power and related perform¬ 
ance content from its parts 
bins to build the kind of 
machine that will attract 
new fans to the brand that 
might otherwise end up at 
a Mitsubishi, Subaru or 
BMW/Mini store. 

Volkswagen has been 
down the high-output road 
with the Golf before, specif¬ 
ically for the 2008 model 
year with the short-lived 
(and not for Canada) R32, 
with its 250-horsepower V-6 
and all-wheel-drive. Now 
the automaker returns in 
early 2012 with yet another 
pumped-up Golf-based 


model designed to thrill 
and delight the North 
American masses, or at 
least those who appreciate 
a tightly-proportioned vehi¬ 
cle that can haul like the 
dickens in eveiy sense of 
the word. 

For Canadian consump¬ 
tion, there’s a total alloca¬ 
tion of 500 R models and all 
are four-door hatchbacks. 

Other cars might make 
more content available, 
from blind-spot warning 
systems to intuitive/active 
cruise control, but the Golf 
R is having none of it. It 
concentrates on enriching 
the driving experience 
through generous helpings 
of power without balloon¬ 
ing the price through indis¬ 
criminate applications of 
luxuiy fluff and superfluous 
safety gadgefry. 

On that basis alone, the 
R is tough to beat.
